Dangers of Cycling. 


Dr. Richardson, of London, admits 


that since he first gave warning of the 
dangers of immoderate cycling, changes 
have taken place in the construction ot 
bjth bicycles and tricycles which materi- 
ally modify the old drawbacks. He is 
etill, however, ot the opinion that cycling 
ehonld never be practiced by boys and 
girls, since it differs from other exercises 
in the fact that it molds the bodily frame- 
work, as it were, to its own mode of mo- 
tion; and nders in course of time almost 
invariably acquire what he calls "the cy- 
clist's figure," which is not graceful, and 
is not indicative of the possession of per- 
fectly balanced powers. In brief this 
eminent sanitary authority is convinced 
that Mr. Pnnch's picture of the deformed 
skeleton of the cyclist of the fatnre, 
though overdrawn, was not altogether 
wide of the mark. Ot two things, at leant, 
he is satisfied. They are that the temp- 
tation of competition IB to an earnest and 
practiced cyclist a "demon of danger," 
and that the systematic pursuit of cy- 
cling should never be fully commenced 
before the age of twenty-one.

WASHING-ION, May 16.—The Chinese 


Minister has sent instructions to the 
Consul General of China in San Fran- 
cisco to issue a proclamation in the 
Chinese language explaining the ob- 
jects of the United States census and 
advising the Chinese to give freely the 
information for which the enumerators 
may call. This action was taken in or- 
der that the Chinese residents of. the 
country 
may 
understand what the 


domiciliary visits of the census enum- 
erators mean, so that the work of col- 
lecting the desired information may be 
facilitated. The official sanction which 
this proclamation 
will give to the 


census work among the Chinese will be 
of material advantage li» removing 
prejudices, and in quieting the sus- 
picions with which many of the Chinese 
regard any thing tbatemanatos from an 
American source.

Indian Depredation Claims.

dations a bill to provide for the adjudi- 
cation and payment of claims arising 
from 
Indian depredations. 
The bill 


gives the Court of Claims jurisdiction 
of this class of claims and gives the dis- 
trict 
courts concurrent 
jurisdiction, 


where the amount is $2,000, and the 
Circuit 
Courts current 
jurisdiction. 


The bill waives all question of limita- 
tion. 


To be Bent Back to China. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—As a result of 


correspondence between the 
Depart- 


ment of Justice and the Treasury De- 
partment, it has been decided to send 
back to China the twenty-one China- 
men who were smuggled into this coun- 
try from Moiico, and who are now in 
custody at San Diego, Cal. They will 
Ije transferred to San Francisco, and 
placed on the first steamer sailing for 
China. 


Fifth Dividend Doclired. 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—The Comp- 


troior of the Currency has declared a 
fifth dividend of three percent in favor 
of the creditors of the Fifth National 
Bank of St. Louis, Mo., making In all 
ninety-three percent, on claims amount- 
ing to 81,117,363. Tht- bank failed In 
Novamber, 1887. 


Struck for Mora Wages. 


CLEVELAND, 0., May 16.—Fifty con- 


ductors and brakemen employed in the 
yards of the Valley railway in this city 
have struck for increased wages and 
freight business is at 
a standstill. 


The hrakcmen ask twenty-seven and a 
half cents an hour for day and twenty- 
nine and a half cents an hour for night 
work. The conductors want twenty 
cents a day increase for day work and 
thirty cents for night work.

The Doomed Men Nearly All Married, 


with Large Families Dependent Up- 


on Them for Support—Heart- 


rending Scenes at the Pit. 


WILKESBAHRE, Pa., May 16.—Word 


has just been received that twenty- 
Bight men are buried in the Ashley 
mine. The cause of the disaster has 
not boon reported. 


WILKESJIARKE, May 16.—At about five 


o'clock it was announced that one of 
the rescuing parties had succeeded In 
breaking through one of the chambers 
beneath the cavo. It was half-past six 
o'clock, however, before they reached 
tbe first of the victims. He was lying 
at the bottom of a fifty-foot plane, and 
in order to rescue him it became neces- 
sary to lower a miner down with a rope. 
This was done, and the charred and 
blackened form of Anthony Troyne, the 
first victim, was hoisted to the surface. 
lie waa still alive, but his injuries are 
considered fatal. 
When the 
news 


spread that Froyne was burned a feeling 
of gloom came over the old miners pres- 
ent, for they realized that there waa 
little liopo of his companions having 
escaped death. Froyne is supposed to 


j have wandered away from the othsrs 


I and while trying to flnd a way out 


i cuuaod an explosion of gas In some old 
' chamber. If this explosion extended 


to where tbe other men were their 
chances of escape are very slight 


The latest reports from the scene of the 


disaster at eight o'clock Is to the effect 
that the rescuing party has penetrated 
to within sight of two dead bodies, but 
that the gas is so thick that they were 
driven back to the surface. The place 
is full of black damp and further ap- 
proach in tho direction of the victims Is 
impossible, even with a safety lamp. 


As it looks now very little hope is 


entertained that any of the men will be 
rescued alive. 


The men entombed are nearly all 


married and have large families all de- 
pendent on them for support 


The scene round the mouth of the pit 


is a heartrending one. Wives and 
mothers crowd close up to the dark 
opening and peer in as if their love 
would dispel the darkness of the fatal 
depths, while the cries of the little 
ones calling for their fathers make the 
hearer sick with pity. 


The men who form the rescuing party 


are strangers to fear, and if It is within 
the bounds of possibility to reach the 
men inside they will be rescued alive 
or their bodies restored before morning.

MTIFICIAL MERMAIDS. 


THE "GIRLS OF THE SEA" MANU- 


FACTURED BY SKILLED HANDS. 


Hcukejt' Bodies Joined to Hikm' Tall* 


with Canning and I>«rterlty—How tfa* 
People Are Dewlred By Showmen 
Their Aids—Th* Mermaid atak.r Talks. 


"Mermaids made and repaired." Such 


an advertisement was well calculated to 
attract attention, and, as it confronts 
jne one day in a little frequented street 
in a large eastern city, I determined to 
make the acquaintance of the maker o: 
these incongruities. Pulling an old faah 
ioned brass bell handle, a little old man 
crowned with a square paper cap, came 
to the (Joor, and after eyeing me suspi 
ciously for a moment invited mo in. 
There was the "beggarly array of empty 
boxes," vials containing strange animals 
curious stuffed birds which peered from 
high shelves and were laced together by 
cobwebs laden with dust, while many 
other objects strewn about told of the 
trade of the taxidermist. 


THE MERMAID MAKER. 


"Yes," said the old man, in reply to 


my questions, "I am a mermaid maker, 
and I natter myself that I have produced 


in: of the most artistic mermaids ever 


placed upon the market. Why, sir, 
continued the speaker, warming up under 
the recollection of hi» triumphs, "I pro- 
duced one that fooled even the doctors. 
You bee, mermaids have been made as 
long as anything. The Chinese manu- 
factured them centuries ago, and so well 
that a large number of people believed 
in them; and if the work is fairly done 
the production is one of the best cards a 
show can have. 


"One day a man came to me and ] 


knew the moment I saw him that he was 
a showman. He said he had mermaids, 
but that on the last trip a man had of- 
fered to wager him $500 that he would 
Dot dare to allow the mermaid to be cut 
open; so he wanted something that would 
bear inspection and be ready for such a 
contingency. I told him I could do it, 
Mid received the order to go ahead. 


"Generally in cheap work I stuffed 


the bkins with cotton or something ol 
the kind and let them go, but in this 
case I went to work on scientific princi- 
ples. I took the skin of a monkey and 
separated it at the waist; then allowed 
it to dry as a mummy would, all of which 
I helped along by tbe application of beat. 
I now took a fish common in the China 
sea, one that would not be familiar, and 
treated it in a similar way, and finally 1 
joined them both, I fastened scales upon 
the monkey portion and carefully graded 
them ,up among the hairs; then intro- 
duced some hairs down upon the fish 
portion; barnacles were fastened here 
and there, and a great cut was left open 
up and down the abdomen, through 
which any one could readily see the ribs 
and the joining of the vertebrae.

The old mermaid maker has passed 


away, but examples of his work are often 
seen either in gro!< fahops along the liar 
uor btreets in shipping towns, in old tav- 
erns iiml occasiona'ly in a museum. The 
inei maid is generally an adjunct of the 
side show, or second rate circus. Such a 
one I recently saw. It was of large size 
,ii»l kept in a tank of water. A spirited 
[uniting on canvas depicted a beautiful 
maiden, half fish, floating upon the 
« aves, while the young man who stood 
liy shouted his btory of the "Lady of the 
Hoas," unconsciously, we will assume, 
(jmng the impression that the mermaid 
was alive and frisking about the tank. 


Tlie little inclosure was well patron- 


ized, and it «an curious to listen to the 
comments of those whf> paid the required 
dime 
It w as a holiday, and young men 


and women were searching for some ex- 
cuse to spend their oarningn. When ten 
or twelve Mctiuis li.id gathered the pro- 
priutoi would wink at a friend, borrow 
his cane and begin a lecture remarkable 
for tho exact repetition of its points, in 
which lie explained that the mermaid 
\i as li.ilf fibli and half human, and had 
teen captured in some foreign sea and 
brought to America at enormous ex- 
pense. At least one-half the people who 
gaztxl at the mermaid evidently had a 
suspicion that it was a fraud, while a 
Iliird accepted it as a fact and expressed 
their amazement and wonder at it, all of 
•AInch slums that with all our eduea- 
tiuual advantages we are still credulous 
perhaps to an extreme. 


One of the most skillful workers in this 


uncanny art was well known to us, aud 
fioni whom many hints as to the ways 
\\hichaiedark were obtained. In sev- 
eral lai KG popular unscientific museums 
of Die country remarkably hideous mer- 
maids are exhibited, generally under 
glass cases, while with them is offered a 
paper purpoiting to be the testimony of 
tliu captors. It is remarked that in many 
cases tho names signed to these papers 
are not Ik titious but evidently given in 
good faith. There is but one assumption, 
that ei tin r tho men wi>re bribed or de- 
ceived.—Cor. Philadelphia Times.

Although photography was unknown 


to the Greeks and Roman*, we neverthe- 
less get strikingly distinct view's of tte 
life that was led in their early times. 
One of these glimpse* is given in the 
following: 


The Museum of Antiquities at Dres- 


den ha* come into possession of an in- 
teresting marble relief from 
Rome, 


which represents an ancient butcher's 
shop, of oblong shape, and divided by a 
pillar into two unequal parts. 


In the greater stands the butcher, with 


a high chopping block, resting on three 
substantial legs, before him, while be- 
hind h'm hangs the steelyard and a 
cleave*, he himself being occupied in 
dividing a rib of meat with another 
cleaver. 


On the wall above him, just as with 


us, is a row of hooks near to each other, 
on which hang pieces of meat already 
dressed; a rib and a leg of meat, a pork 
joint and udders—a tidbit of the Remans; 
also lungs and liver, and, last of all, the 
favorite boar's head. 


On the left, in the smaller division of 


the shop, the wife of the butcher sits in 
an easy chair, with an account book on 
her knees, engaged in assisting the busi- 
ness of her husband by acting as book- 
keeper. Her headdress points to the 
time of the Antonines.—Youth's Com- 
panion. 


The First Clock Turned Back. 


Standard time, it seems, is not a new 


thing. In the twentieth chapter of II 
Kings it was applied with far more than 
modern facility and variety. Hezekiah, 
who was a contemporary of Homer, was 
flick unto death, and was advised by the 
Prophet Isaiah to put his house in order. 
On being thus admonished Hezekiah 
turned his face to the wall and wept, 
then prayed for recovery. 


Soon afterward he was assured by the 


prophet that the prayer had been heard, 
and that fifteen years would be added to 
his life.

ten degrees; nay, but let the shadow re 
turn backward ten degrees.' 


"11. And Isaiah the prophet cnec 


unto the Lord; and he brought tli 
shadow ten degrees backward, by whic 
it had gone down in the dial of Ahaz."—
